Annually at tin.* arrival of the small 
fruit season there are a number of 
things which it would benefit house­ 
keepers, especially the inexperienced, 
to know, as, for instance, the best 
ways of hulling, washing and canning 
strawberries. Good Housekeeping fur­ 
nishes the following information on 
these points from such good authority 
as Mrs. Emma I’. Ewing: 
Strawberries, except in rare cases, re­ 
quire rinsing or washing to tree them 
of dust aud grit, and, as they are much 
more easily hulled when dry than they 
are after being wet and are less liable 
to become bruised in the operation of 
hulling and washing, I prefer, although 
Contrary to the usual custom, to re­ 
move the hull before rinsing or wash­ 
ing tile berries. 
In doing so I find 
these excellent methods to follow: 
To hull strawberries take each berry 
between Hie thumb and fingers of the 
left band, gather up the hull and stem 
with the thumb and forefinger of the 
right hand aud remove them with a 
gentle twist. 
If done carefully, tile 
berry will be left unbruised and unin­ 
jured in tile least. 
To wash strawberries use an earthen 
bowl, larger at the top than at the bot­ 
tom, that will hold at least a gallon. 
I ill the bowl two-thirds full of cold 
water. 
Slip the berries carefully from 
the plates upon which they were laid 
when hulled into the water and lift 
and stir them gently with tho hands so 


its to free them of dust and dirt. Bour 
off the <lust and light dirt that rise to 
the surface of tile water and with the 
hands lift the berries into a fiat bot­ 
tomed sieve and let them drain a few 
minutes. 
If more than a quart of ber­ 
ries are to be washed, pour those in 
the sieve into a dish and wash the re­ 
maining berries in a similar manner. 
To can strawberries, after the ber­ 
ries have been hulled and washed, 
crush one-fourth of them, strain out 
the juice and ptit it bito a preserving 
kettle. To encl) pint of juice add a pint 
of granulated sugar and half a pint of 
water. 
Let it simmer 20 minutes; take 
from the fire and remove tile scum. 
Fill glass cans with the remaining ber­ 
ries aud set them on racks or rests in 
a boiler containing sufficient warm wa­ 
ter to cover the racks. 
Bour Hie pre­ 
pared sirup over the berries until tile 
cans are completely filled. 
Screw on 
the caps of tile caus loosely; add hot 
water to that in tile boiler until it 
comes half way to the tops of t lie cans. 
But tile lid on the boiler; let tile wa­ 
ter boil half an bour, screw tile caps 
tightly on the cans, cover with a towel 
to prevent exposure to tile cold air, re­ 
move from the boiler aud set away to 
cool. 
When 
they 
become 
perfectly 
cold, tighten Hie caps, wrap the cans 
in paper to protect them from light, 
and keep in a cool, dry closet. 
In many fruits color and flavor are 
Intimately associated and seem almost 
Inseparable, and when such fruits lose 
their color by cooking they in a large 
measure lose their flavor also. This is 
especially true in regard to strawber­ 
ries, several varieties of which bleach 
out so much in either canning or pre­ 
serving that they become practically 
both colorless and flavorless; lienee 
only high colored strawberries should 
be selected for such purposes.

St rn wherries, except In rare eases, re­ 
quire rinsing or washing to free them 
of dust and grit, and, as they are much 
1 more easily hulled xx lien dry than they 
are after being wi t and are less liable 
; to become bruised in the operation of 
hulling and xvnshing, I prefer, although 
I contrary to the usual custom, to re­ 
move tile hull before rinsing or xvash- 
I lug the berries. 
In doing so I find 
these excellent methods to follow: 
To hull straw berries take each berry 
between the thum b and fingers of the 
left hand, gather up the hull and stem 
an itll the thum b ami forefinger of the 
right hand aud remove them with a 
I gentle txvist. 
If done carefully, the 
j berry xviii he left unbruised and unin­ 
jured in the least. 
To wash straw berries use an earthen 
ho xx’I, larger at the top than at the bot­ 
tom, that xviii hold at least a gallon. 
I ill the ho xvi two-thirds full of cold 
water. 
Slip the berries carefully from 
the plates upon xvhieh they were laid 
when hulled into tin' w ater and lift 
and stir them gently xvith the hands so 
as to free them of dust and dirt. 
Four 
tiff tin' dust and light dirt that rise to 
the surface of the water and with the 
hands lift tin' berries into a fiat hot- 
piined sieve and let them drain a few 
minutes. 
If more than a quart of ber­ 
ries are to he washed, pour those in 
the sieve into a dish and wash tin* re­ 
maining berries in a sim ilar manner. 
To can straw berries, afte r Hie ber­ 
ries have been hulled and washed, 
crush one-fourth of them, strain out 
tile juice and ptit it into a preserving 
kettle. To each pint of juice add a pint 
of granulated sugar and half a pint of 
water. 
Let it sim mer 20 minutes; take 
from the fire and remove the scum. 
Fill glass cans with the remaining ber­ 
ries aud set them on racks or rests in 
a boiler containing sufficient warm wa­ 
ter to cox’er the racks. 
Four the pre­ 
pared sirup over the berries until tile 
cans are completely filled. 
Screw on 
the caps of the cans loosely; add hot 
water to that in the boiler until it 
comes half way to the tops of the cans. 
Flit the lid on the boiler; let Hie xva- 
ter boil half an hour, screw the caps 
tightly on the cans, cover with a towel 
to prevent exposure to the cold air, re­ 
move from the boiler and set a xvay to 
cool. 
When 
they 
become 
perfectly 
cold, tighten the caps, w rap the cans 
iu paper to protect them from light, 
and keep in a cool, dry closet. 
In many fruits color and flavor are 
Intimately associated and seem almost 
Inseparable, and when such fruits lose 
their color by cooking they in a large 
m easure lose their flavor also. This is 
I especially true in regard to straw ber­ 
ries, several varieties of xvhieh bleach 
I out so much in either canning or pre­ 
serving th a t they become practically 
, both colorless and flavorless; lienee 
only high colored straw berries should 
he selected for such purposes.

pire. If England owes gratitude to any 
man for the outcome of the recent 
events In unhappy South Africa, It Is to 
Lord Milner. 
Baron Milner’s career since his boy­ 
hood clays has been brilliant, measured 
by any one of several standards. 
His 
scholarly attainments may he judged 
from the fact that one of England's 
most eminent educators called Milner 
“the finest dower of human culture 
reared at Oxford in his generation.” 
His writings are marked by purity of 
diction and excellence of English. Wil­ 
liam T. Stead, the prominent English 
editor, author and critic, praises Mil 
ner’s only book, “England In Egypt,” 
published In ISP”, in the highest terms. 
His success in polities may Im* judged 
from ids advancement from the post of 
private secretary to Mr. Gosehen, chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer, in 1887 to his 
present eminence in the British empire

The son of an English physician resi­ 
dent In Germany, Milner was horn in 
Wurttemberg. His education was gain­ 
ed at Stuttgart, at Kiug’a college. Lon­ 
don, aud at Oxford.

self on all those with whom he came 
in contact as a coming man. 
After 
leaving the university Milner made the 
first and only real failure of his life. 
He read law and became a barrister of 
the Inner Temple. 
Legal practices 
pro red most uncongenial to the young 
man, and he abandoned the bar for 
journalism. 
From 1882 to 1885 
be 
wrote for several of the leading Eng­ 
lish periodicals, notably for The Pall 
Mall Gazette. In 1885 Milner made his 
first venture til politics. 
He stood for 
parliament, but was defeated. 
In 1887 Ixird Milner made his first 
real entry Into the political arena, be­ 
coming secretary to Mr. Gosehen. Since 
then I.ord Milner’s advance has been 
constant and rapid. From I SSD to 18D2 
he was undersecretary for finance iii 
Egypt and from 1SS2 to 1897 chairman 
of the hoard of inland revenue, virtual­ 
ly England's chief tax collector. Since 
1897 Milner has been engaged In ad­ 
ministrative work in South Africa. His 
task has been one of the utmost delica­ 
cy, difficulty and Importance. 
He has 
succeeded in pleasing his king, the 
heads of his government and, it seems, 
the majority of his countrymen. W hat 
the future holds in store for Milner la 
not very hard to prognosticate. Unless 
all human indications fall the highest 
offices in the British empire are withiu 
his grasp. 
In person I.ord Milner is thin and 
spare, of medium height, ll** gives one 
the impression of power, Intellectual 
and moral. In his manner are united a 
perfect courtesy and a calm, somewhat 
melancholy reserve. 
It was noted at 
his recent return to England that he 
bas aged much during the past few 
years of residence in South Africa. 
“The graveyard of Englishmen’s repu­ 
tations” has not hurt Milner’s, but it 
has done him somewhat of physical 
harm. 
His hair has grown grizzled, 
and he Is in need of a rest from his ar­ 
duous task of reconciling Dutch and 
British Interests at the Cape. 
He Is 
unmarried. 
Although Milner’s ability and intel­ 
lectual strength are recognized by the 
British public, his qualities are not 
such as to make of him a popular hero. 
He has, however, pleased the govern­ 
ment thoroughly by the firmness of his 
actions in South Africa. 
Naturally 
enough, the same course has gained for 
bim the thorough detestation of the 
South African Dutch and their support­ 
ers. 
it is said by some that Kruger 
considers ii finer his most dangerous 
opponent.

son without further spatting and re­ 
organize the entire professional insti­ 
tution for next year. 
There is plenty of room for both or­ 
ganizations under a friendly agree­ 
ment, and to me this seems bound to 
come. 
But the club owners and man­ 
agers who in their spite continue lo ly ­ 
rate the umpires and intimate that their 
teams are not getting an even break 
and other rot of that sort only serve 
to gi\e the game a black eye in tin* esti­ 
mation of the public. 
I do not believe 
that we ever had an umpire who inten­ 
tionally gave a team the worst of it in 
the matter of decisions. 
There are 
some players who make the life of the 
umpire a hell on earth, aud it is only 
natural if the umpire sometimes loses 
patience and decides against them. 
I knowr one catcher who when in the 
“huffs” does things which no decent 
man would tolerate, and yet he is oue 
of the loudest bawlers against the um­ 
pires. While a point was being disput­ 
ed recently with a well known umpire 
this catcher stood behind the official 
aud deliberately gashed the flesh off 
the umpire’s leg about the ankle and 
calf with the sharp steel plates in his 
shoe. The umpire—no need to mention 
names—told 
me afterward 
that he 
could scarcely walk for several days. 
A player who would do a trick of 
that sort ought to be blacklisted, and 
there are lots of players aud umpires 
w ho eau pick the culprit offhand. 
When a club begins to yell that it is 
lot getting a fair deal from the um­ 
pires, it is looking for sympathy that 
it does not deserve. New York started 
this yell, aud I am ashamed to see the 
Brooklyn champions following such a 
bail lead. 
It is not the umpires who 
have beaten the champions this year, 
but poor baseball. 
I have seen the 
champions play repeatedly and know 
what I am talking ab out 
That llau- 
lon’s men will do latter seems certain. 


“ I have been surprised at <otm* of our 
great batsmen this year,” said Nelson. 
“I have watched many of tin* gam es, 
aud so m e of the pitchers a te getting 
a w a y with little tricks which some of 
the old tim ers can't understand. The i 
pitchers are not fooling men of the 
La joie, Burkett, Keeler, Heidrick class, ; 
hut the batsmen who have every year j 
batting records of .300 or over are bit- ! 
jug at balls which don't come any- : 
where near the plate. There is only j 
one way to hit a ball, and that is to i 
wait until it comes over the plate. If 
all of the players would do this. those 
; fond of heavy hitting would have no 
(cause to grumble. 
The dark and 
gloomy spring has had much to do with 
thi>, for a speedy pitcher on a dark 
day has the average batsman at his 
mercy. The ball sails ever so fast that 
tin* batsman sees something the ap­ 
parent siz** of a pea, 
“Then. players don't develop their 
hats as we did 20 years ago. Why, when 
I got it bat to suit in** I first oiled ii care­ 
full.' and put it iii a loft to dry. Then 
I oiled it again and placed it in the 
.sun for more seasoning. Then, with a 
little ju d iciou s friction. I had a slick 
which would make a report like a rifle 
when it hit the ball. 
I presented my 
old bat to Ko. lot when I retired, and lie 
u^cd it for four years aud led the coun­ 
try. One unfortunate day lie allowed 
big Farrell to use it, and the big fel­ 
low smashed 
it and almost broke 
Keeler’s heart at the same time.” 
Much is heard of dictatorship iii pro­ 
fessional baseball at present. The own­ 
er of tin* New York club is ambitious. 
and as his team is outdrawing any of 
the others he may have his ambition 
gratified. That end of the game is not 
unlike the manipulations of the North­ 
ern Pacific in the recent financial pan­ 
ic, and the dictatorship question is be­ 
ing w o r k 'd on similar lines. 
Why is it that college teams go up in­ 
to the air so frequently iii their cham­ 
pionship battles? 
They don't do it 
w lien playing ag a in st the professionals. 
The love of the college emblem is prob­ 
ably too much for them. 
Yale, for in­ 
stance, has beaten New York. Balti­ 
more, the American league team at 
Philadelphia and many of the Eastern 
league teams, and yet I would not be 
surprised to see the sons of Old Eli fly 
into the air when meeting college teams 
not half as strong.

LORD MILNER GAINS HIS TITLE FOR 


SERVICE IN SOUTH AFRICA.

Alfred. Baron Milner of St. .Tames, in 
the county of London, mid of Cape 
Town, In tile colony of tin* Cape of 
Good H ope-such is the new title of 
tie* man who is hailed as ‘'England's 
coming man.” 
Britain has a number 
of men still young who are looked upon 
as likely to do great thing-- in the fu­ 
ture- Wyndham, Balfour, young Cham­ 
berlain and others- but it is to Lord 
Milner flint all eyes are turning. There 
Is good reason for the exportation, for 
Milnor at the age of 17 bas attained a 
position reached by few British sub­ 
jects under <Hi. 
Since 1897 Lord Milner has been gov­ 
ernor of the Cape Colony ami high com­ 
missioner of South Africa. 
To him 
probably more than to any other man 
is due the annexation, final and com­ 
plete, of the Transvaal and of the Or­ 
ange Elver Colony to tin* British em ­ 
pire. 
If England owes gratitude to any 
man for the outcome of tile recent 
events in unhappy South Africa, It is to 
Lord Milner. 
Baron Milner's career since his b o y ­ 
hood days has been brilliant, measured 
by any one of several standards. 
His 
scholarly attainments may lie judged 
from the fact flint one of England’s 
most eminent educators called Milner 
“Hie finest flower of human culture 
reared at Oxford In his generation.” 
His writings are marked by purity of 
diction and excellence of English. Wil­ 
liam T. Stead, tho prominent English 
editor, author and critic, praises Mil 
tier's only book. “England In Egypt,” 
published in 1892, in tin* highest terms. 
Ills success in polities may be judged 
from his advancement from the post of 
private secretary to Mr. Gosehcn, chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer, in 1.8.H7 to his 
present eminence In the British empire 
In 1001. 
The son of an English physician resi­ 
dent In Germany, Milner was born in 
Wurttemberg. His education was gain­ 
ed at Stuttgart, at King's college. Lon­ 
don, aud at Oxford. 
Even during his 
undergraduate days he Impressed him-

self on all those with whom he came 
iii contact as a coming man. 
After 
leaving the university Milner made tho 
first ami only real failure of his life. 
He read law and became a barrister of 
the Inner Temple. 
Legal practices 
proved most uncongenial to the young 
man. and he abandoned the bar for 
journalism. 
From 1882 to 1885 
he 
wrote for several of the leading Bug­ 
fish periodicals, notably for The Pall 
Mall Gazette. In 1885 Milner made his 
first venture in polities. 
He stood for 
parliament, but was defeated. 
In 1887 Ixird Milner made his first 
real entry into the political arena, be­ 
coming secretary to Mr. Gosehen. Since 
then Lord Milner’s advance has been 
constant and rapid. 
From 1889 to 1892 
he was undersecretary for finance in 
Egypt and from 1832 to 1837 chairman 
of file board of inland revenue, virtual­ 
ly England's chief tax collector. 
Since 
1897 Milner has been engaged in ad­ 
ministrative work in South Africa. His 
task bas been one of the utmost delica­ 
cy, difficulty and importance. 
H e has 
succeeded in pleasing his king, the 
heads of his government and, it seems, 
the majority of his countrymen. 
What 
the future holds in store for Milner is 
not very hard to prognosticate. 
Unless 
all human indications fail the highest 
offices in the British empire are within 
his grasp. 
In person Lord Milnor is thin and 
spare, of medium height. 
Ile gives one 
the impression of power, intellectual 
ami moral. 
In his manner are united a 
perfect courtesy and a calm. somewhat 
melancholy reserve. 
It was noted at 
his recent return to England that lie 
has aged much during the past few 
years of residence in South Africa. 
“The graveyard of Englishmen’s repu­ 
tations” has not hurt Milner's, but it 
has done him somewhat of physical 
harm. 
His hair has grown grizzled, 
and he is in need of a rest from his ar­ 
duous task of reconciling Dutch and 
British interests ut the Cape. 
Ile is 
unmarried. 
Although Milner’s ability and intel­ 
lectual strength are recognized by the 
British public, his qualities are not 
such as to make of him a popular hero. 
He has, however, pleased the govern­ 
ment thoroughly by the firmness of ins 
actions in South Africa. 
Naturally 
enough, the same course has gained for 
bim the thorough detestation of tile 
South African Dutch and their support­ 
ers. 
It is said by some that Kruger 
considers Milner his most dangerous 
opponent.

organize tile entire professional insti­ 
tution for next year. 
There is plenty of room for both or­ 
ganizations 
under a friendly 
a g r e e ­ 
ment, aud to me t Ii is seems bound to 
come. 
But the club owners a n d man­ 
agers who iii their spite continue to be­ 
rate the umpires and intimate t h a t their 
teams are not getting an even b r e ak 
and other rot of that sort only serve 
to give the game a black eye in th e e s t i ­ 
mation of the public. 
I do not believe 
that we ever had an umpire w h o i n t e n ­ 
tionally gave a team the w o r s t of it iii 
the matter of decisions.

Elkin Render* Opinion on New Penn­ 
sylvania Commutation Law. 
H arrisburg, June 14.—In an opinion 
to Governor Stone, Attorney General 
Elkin passes upon the constitution­ 
ality of the recent commutation act 
of the legislature, regarding convicts 
in Pennsylvania.

If done carefully, the 
berry will be left unbruised and unin­ 
jured in the least. 
To wash strawberries use an earthen 
bowl, larger at the top than at tlie bot­ 
tom, that will hold at least a gallon. 
Fill tile bowl two-thirds full of cold 
water. 
Slip tile berries carefully from 
the pistes upon which they were laid 
when hulled Into the water and lilt 
and stir them gently with the hands so 
as to free them of dust and dirt. 
I’our 
off the dust and light dirt that rise to 
the surface of tin* water and with the 
hands lift the berries Into ti flat bot­ 
tomed sieve and let. them drain a few 
minutes. 
If more than a quart of ber­ 
ries are to be washed, pour those in 
Hie sieve into a dish and wash Hie re­ 
maining berries in a similar manner. 
To can strawberries, after Hie ber­ 
ries have been hulled and washed. 
; crush one-fourth of them, strain out 
the juice and ptit it into a preserving 
kettle, To each pint of juice add a pint 
I of granulated sugar and half a pint of 
; water. 
Let it simmer 20 minutes; take 
j from the fire and remove tile scum. 
| Fill glass cans with the remaining ber­ 
ries aud set them on racks or rests in 
a boiler containing sufficient warm wa­ 
ter to cover the racks. 
Four Hie pre­ 
pared sirup over the berries until the 
cans are completely tilled. 
Screw on 
the caps of the cans loosely; add hot 
water to that in the boiler until it 
comes half way to the tops of Hie cans. 
But tile lid on the boiler; let the wa­ 
ter boil half an bour, serow the caps 
tightly on the cans, cover with a towel 
to prevent exposure to tlie cold air, re­ 
move from the boiler and set away to 
cool. 
When 
they 
become 
perfectly 
cold, tighten the caps, wrap the cans 
in imper to protect them from light, 
ami keep in a cool, dry closet. 
In many fruits color and flavor are 
intimately associated and seem almost 
Inseparable, and when such fruits lose 
their color by cooking they In a large 
measure lose their flavor also. 
This is 
especially true In regard to strawber­ 
ries, several varieties of which bleach 
out so much In either canning or pre­ 
serving that they become practically 
both colorless and flavorless; hence 
only high colored strawberries should 
be selected for such purposes.

Alfred, Baron Milner of St. Jam es, In 
tile county of London, and of Cape 
Town, in th e colony of the t a p e of 
Good H ope—such Is tin* new title of 
the m an who is hailed as “ E ngland's 
coming m an.” 
Britain has a num ber 
of men still young who are looked upon 
as likely to do great Brings in the fu­ 
ture W yndham , Balfour, young C ham ­ 
berlain and others but it is to Lord 
Milner th a t all eyes arc turning. There 
Is good reason for the expectation, for 
Milner a t the age of 47 has attained a 
position reached by few British sub­ 
jects under <*0. 
Since I SPT Lord Milnor has been gov­ 
ernor of the Cape Colony and high com­ 
m issioner of South Africa. 
To bim 
probably m ore than to any other man 
is due the annexation, final and com­ 
plete, of th e T ransvaal and of the Or­ 
ange B iver Colony to the British em ­ 
pire. 
If E ngland owes gratitude to any 
m an for the outcome of the recent 
events In unhappy South Africa, it is to 
Lord Milner. 
Baron Milner's career since his boy­ 
hood days has bfeon brilliant, m easured 
by nny one <if several standards. 
His 
scholarly attain m en ts m ay be judged 
from the fact th a t one of E ngland's 
most em inent educators called Milner 
‘‘the finest flower of h u m a n culture 
reared at o x fo rd In his generation.” 
His w ritings are m arked by purity of 
diction and excellence of English. Wil­ 
liam T. Stead, the prom inent English 
editor, au th o r and critic, praises Mil 
ner's only book. “ England In Egypt,” 
published In 1892, In tin* highest terms. 
His success in politics m ay Ik* judged 
from Ids advancem ent from th e post of 
private secretary to Mr. Gosehon, ch an ­ 
cellor of th e exchequer, in 1887 to his 
present em inence in the B ritish em pire 
iii 1901. 
The son o f an English physician resi­ 
dent in G erm any, Milner w as born in 
W urttem berg. His education was gain­ 
ed a t S tu ttg art, at King's college. Lon­ 
don, aud a t Oxford. 
Even du rin g his 
u ndergraduate days he im pressed hitu-

journalism. 
From 1882 to 1885 
he 
wrote for several of the leading Eng­ 
lish periodicals, notably for The Pall 
Mall Gazette. In 1885 Milner made his 
first venture ta laddies, 
lie stood for 
parliament, hut w as defeated. 
Iii INST laurel Milnor m ade his first 
real entry into the political arena, be­ 
coming secretary to Mr. Goschen. Since 
then Lord MllueFa advance has been 
constant and rapid. 
From lss y to 1893 
he was undersecretary for finance iii 
Egypt and from 1892 to 1597 chairman 
of the board of inland revenue, virtual­ 
ly England's chief tax collector. 
Since 
1SU7 Milner has been engaged in ad­ 
m inistrative work In South A frica. Ilia 
task has been one of the utm ost delica­ 
cy, difficulty and Importance. 
(Ie has 
succeeded in pleasing his king, the 
heads of his government and. it seems, 
the majority of his countrymen. 
What 
the future holds In store for Milner is 
not very hard to prognosticate. 
Unless 
all human indications fall the highest 
offices In the British empire are withiu 
his grasp. 
In person Lord Milner is thin aud 
spare, of m edium height. 
Ile gives one 
the impression of power, Intellectual 
aud moral. 
In his m anner are united a 
perfect courtesy aud a calm, som ew hat 
melancholy reserve. 
It was noted at 
his recent return to England that he 
has aged m ueh during the past few 
years of residence in South Africa. 
“The grav ey ard of Englishm en’* repu­ 
tations” has uot Hurt Milner’s, but It 
has done him som ewhat of physical 
harm. 
Ills hair has grown grizzled, 
and he is in need of a rest from his a r­ 
duous task of reconciling D utch and 
British Interests at the Gape. 
Ile is 
unmarried. 
Although Milner’s ability and Intel­ 
lectual stren g th are recognized by the 
British public, his qualities are not 
such as to m ake of him a popular hero. 
Ile has, however, planned the govern* 
rnent thoroughly by tilt* firmness of his 
actions In 
South Africa. 
Naturally 
enough, the name course has gained for 
him the thorough detestation of the 
South African Dutch and their support­ 
ers. 
It is said by some that K ruger 
considers Milner his most dangerous 
opponent.
